Letters and messages 
from Mrs. Kline of Niles, Illinois, and a ham 
radio operator in Belgium; as well as from Pat- 
ricia Offutt of Milwaukee, Senator Proxmire, and 
several others, were read. Harris Dhuey showed 
slides of trip. 
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March 20, 1975 News about people coming from Belgium on 
June 28. Entertainers hoping to earn money 
by performing. 


April 14, 1975 Tentative itinerary for Belgians noted. The 
new Belgian Center at the University of Wisconsin/ 
Green Bay explained. 


May 15, 1975 Officers re-elected; Al Vandertie elected as 
Trustee. List of 130 people coming from Belgium 
includes Lucien Leonard, Charlie Henriette, and 
entertainers. Conversational Walloon class 
mentioned. 


June 16, 1975 Belgian TV taped meeting. Large crowd. 
Itineraries passed out. 


July 17, 1975 Several Belgian visitors attended meeting which 
was conducted in Walloon dialect. Letter read 
from Consulate General in Chicago. 


August 21, 1975 Thank you letter from Lucien Leonard. Discus- 
sions concerning dues and upstairs museum. 
Movies of visitors shown. 


September 15, 1975 Talk of trip to Longueuil, Canada. Ten people 
Signed up; 30 needed. 


October 16, 1975 Correspondence received from Lucien Leonard, 
Emile Grasser, and Capitol Airways. Mrs. Dor- 
othy Heinrich of the Area Research Center, UW/GB 
was guest speaker. She explained Belgian 
project and asked for donations of pictures, 
diaries, music, etc. Some members were on a 
trip to Washington, D. C. Patricia Offutt 
was Acting Secretary for the meeting. 


November 14, 1975 Paid University Travel for computerized mail- 
ing list. Request received for donation to 
25th Anniversary celebration of King Baudhuin. 
$100 was sent in name of the Club.
